Condition of New York's Mayor 


is Very Satisfactory 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The follow- 


ing bulletin as to Mayor Gaynor's con- 
dition was given out this morning at 
6.15 o'clock: 


"Mayor Gaynor passed a good night. 


He is cheerful and his condition is very 
satisfactory." 


One of the, hospital physicians added 


the following statement to The inform- 
ation contained in the 6 o'clock bulle- 
tin: 


"The mayor's condition 
IE the best 


today that It has been since the shoot- 
Ing. He, speaks well and Is cheerful. 
There Is nothing to cause alarm. Two 
weeks is set as the period which he 
must remain in the hospital. 


"No whiskey or liquor has been ad- 


ministered to the mayor since he was 
admitted to the hospital. He was of- 
fered a glass of champagne yesterday, 
but declined It. 
""The bullet is lodged In the tissues 
and easily accessible. It could.be ex- 
tracted in five minutes' t;me If neces- 
sary. But the operation is regarded as 
unnecessary at present and would only 
add a new channel of possible infec- 
tion. 


'The wound has been dressed only 


with chloride of mercury. Nc antisep- 
tics have been 
introduced 
into 
the 


wound." 
. The first bulletin of the day on.the 
mayor's condition wns issued at 6.30 
o'clock, just after he awoke from a 
continued sleep of eight hours' 
dura- 


tion he had been able to obtain with- 
out the use of a sleeping draught or 
opiate of any dSscription. 


Tho brief bulletin read: 
"Mayor Gaynor passed a Rood'night. 


He is cheerful and his condition la very 
satisfactory.". 
: 


This bulletin was announced as on 


tee authority of Drs. Arlilz and Stew- 
art of .the attending staff. 


Presumably this early bulletin was 


issued to quiet. some of 
tho 
most 


alarming rumors that were In circula- 
tion In the early morning: hours, some 
reports having the mayor In a sinking 
condition, while Just before dawn there 
was a widespread rumor that he was 
dead. St. Mary's hospital in Hoboken 


ore the Injured executive lies, was 


besieged with Inquiries as to tho truth 
of .these rumors which were promptly 
and emphatically denied, all Inquirers 
being Informed that there was no truth 
whatever In any of them. As a matter 
of fact, Sec'y Adamson when he came 
from the mayor's chamner shortly 
af- 


ter 8 o'clock had the most favorable 
morning report yet to make on the 
mayor's condition; He said that of the 
eight hours' sleep the patient had 1 
during the night the greater portion 
was in a continuous stretch from mid- 
light until 6.16 o'clock. A little earlier 
one of the hospital physicians In an in- 
'ormal talk had said that no morphine 


stimulants had been employed in 


Lho mayor's case, adding that when the 
patient was offered a glass of cham- 
mprne yesterday he declined it Secre- 
:ary Adamson in substance confirmee 
this declaration. He said that a day 
or two ago It was thought advisable 


give the mayor a mild 
sleeping 


draught, the attendants concealing it in 


cup of beef tea. The mayor uotoc 


the bitter taste of the tea and when 
told what it contained mildly chideii 


those about him for not giving- him 
the sedative openly if they thought he 
needed one. 


This morning the mayor was both 


hungry, and talkative. 
His appetite 


was met with the most substantial 
breakfast he has yet had. .He inquired 
of his secretary how things were go- 
ing in the executive olliee. asked after 
Commissioner Bill Edwards and again' 
inquired about Mel Smith's dog; a little 
animal which had been run down by 
an automobile at St. James, the may- 
or's country home, some three weeks 
ago. Mayor Gaynor expressed partic- 
ular sympathy for the dog because he 
said, tho Tittle animal's Injury 
was 


right behind the ear, "where he coiiid- 
not even lick, it." 


Dr. Arlitz talked in a sanguine strain 


when he came from the sick room this 
morning. -He said that Mayor Gaynor:, 
pulse and respiration were the same as 
yesterday, preatically normal; and that 
the temperature had.dropped to 100.de- 
grees. There were absolutaly no signi 
of blood poisoning, the phys'clan- said; 
and the wound, which was now being 
dressed twice dally, presented an ex- 
cellent appearance.

. prices for tho/specimens unearthed are 


going up every day. 
j For the beginner Ifr glass collecting 
'there were until recently no marks to 
guide'hor In the -quest; as there are in 
silver and china, hut during the past 
few years many delightfully intgrest- 
'ing and instructive books have been 
written on thn subject. They are great 
helps to those who wish to cultivate 
the taste and form collections. 
. From a'study of the illustrations and 
;the descriptions in the books much 
may be learned to train the eye and to 
gain experience in buying and also in 
avoiding cnuntrrjeits. 
The beginner 


'will lourn lirst to study the details in 
the matter of shape, tho color of the 
metal and, abovu all. the "ring" which 
>o far h.'t.y not been Imitated with suc- 
cess.

.Interesting and .rare specimen, being 
absolutely perfect.

It Is of the sim- 
ple plain blown glass of. the period 
.yet it retains all the elegance of'shape 
thatiln silver pieces is so fascinating

as. bequeathed from.father to son and 
was evidently much- valued at that 
time as ah heirloom.

Exquisitely graceful is the-ast. of four 


Queen Anne candlesticks, eleven and a 
half inches '-high.. ;.These are 'of fine 
quality for. so. early a period in the 
history of glass.and are cut in a sim- 
ple, yet effective, manner.

ter stem is solid glass and cut In dia- 
mond 
shaped prisms, the soulders 


standing Well away, and • the randle 
holder rising in a plain,.long-nat'"dia- 
mond cut to the top, which is sur- 
mounted by a long, loose nozzle cut to 
match, the edge of. which Is evidently 
copied from the silver candlestick of 
the period. 
Thp,, base of the candle- 


stick shows the same influence.

BOSTON, Aug. 13.—The robbery of 100,000 rubles (about $50,000) in 


Russian government notes from the Russian sub-treasury at Tiflls, Trans 


Caucasia, in 1907, is charged -against Andreu Rullow who was taken before 


U. S. Commissioner Barling here, today. Rullow has been living for some 


time past at 42 Pratt road, Squantam and is a music teacher. Fifteen of 


the 200 notes of ^00 rubles each which were stolen have been recovered. 


The Russian government on July 20 requested the state department to co- 


operate in trying to find Rullow. 


On Tuesday last, August 9, M. A. Slobodldn, a Hebrew banker at 57 


Salem street, Boston, notified,the American Express Co. that he wished to 


send a package of 16 Russian government bonds to New York to be cashed. 


Inspector Patterson' and Secret Service Agent 
P. 
J. Ahearn 
visited 


Slobodkin and identified fifteen of the notes. Slobodkin informed the offi- 


cers that Rullow gave him the notes to be cashed on August 3. On Augnst 


1 Rullow had left 16 other similar notes which had been forwarded to New 


York unnoticed by the express company officials and cashed by the New 


York private banking firm of Nauth, Nachod and Kuhn. 
The proceeds, 


amounting to $8775, hnd been turned over to Rullow. Rullow unexpectedly 


appeared at Slobodan's bank last night. 
Slobodkin detained Rullow'until 


the detectives arrived when Rullow was arrested. 


Rullow formerly lived at Jamaica Plain. Tho police are making nn 


investigation to determine whether ho might possibly have been concerned 


in the sensational saloon robbery and subsequent terrorizing of that district 
by a band of robbers two years ago. Rullow is a Lett. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Several hun- 


dred plcknickers along the banks of 
the Bronx river were horriOed yester- 
day to see two stalwart yotmg men 
drown before their very eyes. The 
tragedy happened so quickly that llioae 
who might''have lent assistance did not 
recover .their senses until after the 
bodies had disappeared. ' 


The victims were Frederick Hall- 


berg, 28.years old, of 1748 Fllmore 
street, and Rudolph Brehrel, .21, of 17G 
Longfellow avenue, both of the Bronx.

They 
had gono less than half a mile before 
the boat upset.

Clean 


The refrigerator should be an im- 


portant object of the 'housewife's at- 
tention in warm weather; for unless'it 
be taken care of persistently the health 
of the family may be affected. A piece 
of tainted meat will cause the destruc- 
tion of other food near It,'and. milk 
and hutter become under unfavorable 
conditions active agents for breeding 
fevers. 


Twice a week'everything should be 


removed from the bo.v and the inside 
carefully wipcn with a cloth wet In 
strong ammonia water. Only one por- 
tion of the refrigerator is done at a 
time, and that thoroughly and quickly. 


The best time for the cleaning is be- 


forb tho arrival of the Ice. and the top 
receptacle where the ice is kept should 
be cleaned first. The lining should be. 
wiped with a cloth wrung, not dry, in 
worm but not hot ammonia. 
Then 


there should be a teakettle of boiling 
wafer in which washing soda has been 
dissolved, the spout to be .held di- 
rectly over the hole through which, 
the water drips and the stream poured 
down as swiftly as can' be without 
flooding the ice chamber. The object 
of tho hot water flushing is to remove 
any grease or tained particles which 
may have gone into the pipe, and if 
the bath does not. overflow into the 
ice chamber the place will not-become 
.heated. 
After flushing the lid should 


remain up for two or three minutes 
until all steam escapes. 


In cleaning the lower sections one 


side at a time is to be done and all 
dishes taken out. Once a week is 
often enough to remove tho shelves, 
and If they are stone It is better not 
tn take them out 
lose their chill. 


Quickness in cleansing does not mean 


that tho work is not thorough, and if 
a refrigerator receives even average 
care In regard'to cleanliness of dishes 
set therein it will never be really dirty. 
As soon as one side has been washed 
food is replaced iiutl the other section

Done In this manner little 


cold is lost. 


There, should be special plates and 


flishes kept for the refrigerator and 
tin and iron never used for the pur- 
pose. They will rust because of damp- 
ness and - are not as clean looking. 
Moreover, most food keeps longer In 
chins, or stone.

shovel working for a mere pittance who formerly had means, or when we 


see a. man rolling in the gutter, who was once respectable, the first feeling 
that comes to us is a feeling of pity for the unfortunate. 


. - But if "we'could only realize it, every such spectacle has its greatest 


vnliie as an object lesson for the improvident, the weak, the proud and the 
tyrannical. 
In the case of the man who yields to his appetita for drink, 


the lesson is so well known (hat it is hardly necessary to dwell upon it. 
But when a man is reduced to extremities because of his own improvidence 
nr the improvidence of others, it should serve as a profitable lessou to those 
of us who pat ourselves on the back and say we will never come to that. 


-What assurance have we that our wealth will not take to itself wings 


and fly away, or that those who come after us will not squander the ac- 
cumulations of a life of labor. None whatever. 


_Waste not, want .not,—is an old proverb that should be burned into 


the brain of every one of us, be we rich or poor. 
Thoughtless men some- 


times find themselves with an accumulation of this world's goods which 
they .-feel will last a lifetime. 
They set out to squander the earnings of a 


life's industry without thinking for a moment that it is easier to go down 
hill than to go up. 
As a rule they come to grief in a short time when 


by .the exercise of a. little common sense they might have enjoyed the fruits 
.of their labors and avoided; disaster at the same time. 


The first law of thrift is to live within your income whatever it may be. 


If a man has an income of $500 a year, he should not spend it all. 
He 


should lay something aside for the exigencies of life. 
This may seem a 


fcmali amount to live on, but it is the average, and it is easier for a man 
with an income of $500 to live on $450 than to live on $550, which means 
going in debt $50 a year and finally going to the dog.s. 


. 
If his income is _$1000 a year, or $5000 a year, he should lay aside a 


reasonable portion of his income each year or run the risk of finding him- 
self with a pick and shovel in the ditch in his old days. 
It is easier for a 


man with an income of .'foOOO a year ,to land in the ditch by spending a 
little" more than his income, than it is for the man who gets $500 a year 
and spends the whole of it, hut no more. 


Banking on the future is poor business. 
Spending money before you 


get it is recklessness. 
Ordering goods that you are unable to pay for is 


little less than criminal. 
Make your income as big as possible, but be sure 


that you never spend the whole of it in any one year. 
Follow this rule 


and you will never land in the ditch. 


"And these few precepts in thy memory:" 


Never indorse a note for anyone without being able and prepared to 


pay for it when it becomes due. 
The other fellow doesn't always intend to 


pay the nofe he asks you to indorse.

Ths North common 
boys disport in the ilerrlmack river at 
a place known as "second brook." Tine 
boys from the Little Canada play- 
ground take their swimming lessons in 
the Merrlmack' river near the scene of 
their play.

THRIFT VS. IMPROVIDENCE 


There is no more pathetio sight than to see a man reduced to poverty 


-whp was once wealthy, influential and respected. 
But such cases are 


hot at all uncommon. 
When we see a man in the ditch with a pick or 


shovel working for a mere pittance who formerly had means, or when we 


see a aian rolling in the gutter, who was once respectable, the first feeling 
that comes to .us is a feeling of pity for the unfortunate. 


But if we could only realize it, every such spectacle has its greatest 


.value as an object lesson for the improvident, the weak, the proud and the 


• tyrannical. 
In the case of the man who yields to His appetite for drink, 


the lesson is so well known that it is hardly necessary to dwell upon it. 
But when a man is reduced to extremities because of his own improvidence 
or the improvidence.of others, it should serve as a profitable lesson to those 


, of. us who pat ourselves on the back and say we will never come to 'that. 


What' assurance have we that our -wealth will not take to itself wings 


: and fly away; or that those who come after us will not squander the ac- 


cumulations of a life of labor. None whatever. 


Waste not, want not,—is an old proverb that should be burned into 


. the braiu of every one of us, be we rich or poor. 
Thoughtless men some- 


times find; themselves with an accumulation of this world's goods which 


.. they feel will last a lifetime. 
They set out to squander the earnings of a 


.life's industry.without thinking.for a moment that it is easier to go down 
hill than to go up. 
As a rule they come to grief in a short time when 


by the exercise of a little common sense they might have enjoyed the fruits 
of their labors and avoided disaster at the same time. 


The first law of thrift is to live within your income whatever it may be. 


If a man has an income of ,$500 a year, he should not spend it all. 
He 


should lay something aside for the exigencies of life. 
This may seem a 


small amount to live on, but it is the average, and'it.is easier for a man 
with an income of $500 to live on $450 than to live on $550, which means 
going in debt $50 a year and finally going to the dogs. 


•If his income'is $1000 a year, or $5000 a year, he should lay aside a 


reasonable portion of his income each year or run the risk of finding him- 
self with a pick and shovel in the ditch in his old days. 
It is easier for a 


man with an income of $5000 a year to land in the ditch by spending a 
little more than his income, than it is for the man who gets $500 a vear 
and spends the whole of it, but no more. 


Banking on the future is poor business. 
Spending money before you 


get it is recklessness. 
Ordering goods that you are unable to pay for is 


little less .than criminal. 
Make your income as big as possible, but be sure 


that you never spend the whole of it in any one year. 
Follow this rule 


and you .will never land in the ditch.
